Merion To Install 
Delivery in Fall 



Station Post Office to he 
Enlarged Soon 

Plans have been completed for 
the installation of a mail delivery 
service in Merion some time in Sep- 
tember. The deliveries will be made 
directly from the town's own post 
office, according to an announce- 
ment this week by Postmaster H. J. 
Kromer. 

The announcement follows dis- 
cussions extending over several 
years, during which time proposals 
were made to have the service* come 
from Narberth, Bala-Cynwyd and 
Philadelphia. The residents, though, 
refused to have their mail come 
through any but their own office, for 
fear, they said, "that the individual- 
ity and character of our community 
might be lost." 

Arrangements were finally made 
to install what is known as "village 
delivery" in the wealthy suburb; 
Two trips will be made each day, 
and under the plan, patrons may 
both keep their boxes at the station 
and have delivery at their homes. 
The carriers will take the contents 
of the boxes with them on the de- 
liveries, and individual mails coming 
in between deliveries can be taken 
from the boxes by the patrons. 

This arrangement is not possible 
under a "City Delivery" system, and 
it will be of advantage to business 
men who desire to take their own 
mail to read on the train to the city, 
and yet have the rest sent to their 
homes. 

Plans and specifications have 
been prepared by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, which owns the office 
building, to make an enlargement on 
the eastern end of the post office. 
The new addition will match the 
main building. It is expected that 
-contracts will be-=letiin*the-near fu- 
ture. 

When Merion has its own de- 
livery a part of the territory now 
served from Narberth, Bala-Cyn- 
wyd and Overbrook will be served 
from Merion, although the extreme 
limits of the community will con- 
tinue to look to the adjacent towns 
for their mail.

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"Mr. Editor, you are all wet." 

With this polite announcement a 
resident of Woodside avenue 
greeted us last week after having 
read his copy of "Our Town." 

It appears that on this page last 
week there appeared an article on 
the improvements being made to 
Woodside avenue from Maple to 
Wynnewood. It appears also that 
the work in question has' not 
brought unalloyed happiness into 
the hearts of the residents of that 
section. N 

Housewives are complaining that 
the closing of the street for weeks 
has caused delivery men to avoid 
the section. They complain of gas, 
of mud, of many annoyances. 
"There is lots of gas outside, but 
none inside," said one housewife. 
"If there is a coal strike this fall we 
will be out of luck," averred an- 
other, "for the work will not be 
finished in time to open the street 
this summer." 

Another sufferer cried out, 
"Why, oh why, is our lightning 
street-paver, R. F. Wood, in Eu- 
rope? Perhaps if he would organ- 
ize his committee we would be out 
of the trenches by Christmas." 

These, and many other things, 
were told us by the author of the 
opening sentence of this article. 
Finally he laid on the editorial desk 
an article entitled, "Improving 
Woodside Avenue," which does not 
quite coincide with the version pub- 
lished last week. Here it is : 

The investment of Woodside ave- 
nue proceeds apace, slowly and 
more slowly. After two weeks of 
preliminary skirmishes, beginning 
with a threat to cut through private 
property and ending in an injunc- 
tion, the neutrality of the property 
owner was respected and the offens- 
ive commenced. 

Under the direction of the bor- 
ough generalissimo, who among his 
various offices numbers the Com- 
missionerships of Health and Street 
Cleaning, the Labor Battalions have 
been assembled. 

Woodside avenne, once one of the 
show streets of Narberth's South 
Side now suggests a corner of Bel- 
gium during the great war. Dykes, 
inundated trenches, mud, ooze and 
gas complete the picture. Desola- 
tion marks the spot where, as "Our 
Town" in its facetious article "Im- 
proving Woodside Avenue," re- 
marked last week, children once 
played. 

But the work g-o-e-s o-n — just 
like that, perhaps not quite as fast. 
Each day from two to five men are 
digging away and if no more men 
are needed for ash-removals and 



other public enterprises it is hoped 
by all the inhabitants of the occu- 
pied area that a force of five may 
be maintained until the war is over. 

General Supplee, it is said, un- 
officially, of course, is ready to fight 
along these lines if it takes all sum- 
mer. ; 

The residents of the section are 
about to appoint a committee to re- 
port on the most modern equipment 
in the way of gas masks. While 
sewer gas may not work quite as 
fast as some of the more recently 
developed means of chemical war- 
fare, it takes more than listerine to 
overcome it. 

Mosquitoes and flies are looking 
with all their fond eyes for quarters 
in and around the water-soaked 
trenches with old General Malaria 
stalking in the offing. 

And just to add to the joy of life 
the Health Commissioner and 
Street Cleaning Commissioner is his 
own worst enemy. He can't recon- 
cile his two jobs. Knowing that 
though he is improving the street, 
he wonders about the public health. 
But what can he do in the circum- 
stances ? 

Two weeks was required to de- 
cide how the job was to be started. 
And for two weeks the 36-inch pipes 
"improved" the appearance of the 
landscape before the big offensive 
was begun. 

Three weeks have followed with 
five men on a 20-man job. Today 
on account of ash-removal two men 
are "carrying" on the great work; 

The neighbors are all het up. 
Women chafe at the range as tjgjr 
gas supply is cut off. Men go to 
their daily grind without breakfast. 
Automobiles have forgotten their 
own homes and worse, still worse, 
for the reputation of our fair bor- 
ough, passing motorists who used 
to delight in this section, now sar- 
castically remark : "Narberth, eh ? 
Clean up the playground and then 
start another dump." "So this is 
Narberth." "Oh, they are putting 
in sewers in Narberth." 

These are just a few of the kindly 
words now heard at Woodside ave- 
nue and Wynnewood road, a corner 
of a popular highway which in the 
past has always made good adver- 
tising for the town. 

"Boost Narberth," says the Civic 
Association. Let us hope that this 
organization will not place one of 
its new signs here at least until the 
improvements are completed. 

Five precious weeks of beautiful 
summer weather have slipped by.

Record Number of Busi- 
ness Changes 

Narberth is in the midst of some 
of the most rapid business shift- 
ing in the history of the borough. 
No less than eight changes have 
been noted in the past two weeks. 

Of greatest interest this week is 
the announcement made yesterday 
of the sale of Howard's drug store 
to Mr. Chris Koch. Another im- 
portant sale is that of the Narberth 
garage, transferred by Ray Weiss to 
Ed. Wipf, who now conducts the 
garage at 107 Essex avenue. 

In addition to these two sales, 
movings are numerous. Cook 
Brothers moved Thursday to their 
new building at 104 Essex avenue. 
E. J. Hartzell moved his real estate 
business into the same building. The 
Narberth Electric Shop has moved 
to the store formerly occupied by 
Cook Brothers at 250 Haverford. 
The other change is the opening of 
an office in the Narberth National 
Bank building by George R. Markle, 
builder. These, with the recent pur- 
chase of the Narberth General 
Store by Adelizzi Brothers com- 
pletes the list of Narberth's biggest 
set of business changes. 

The sale of Howard's Drug Store 
by its founder and proprietor, Wil- 
liam S. Howard, changes the own- 
ership of one of Narberth's largest 
stores. The business was founded 
over 10 years ago and -has grown 
steadily ever since. The volume of 
business last month was the great- 
est in its history. 

Mr. Howard announces that his 
reason for retirement is the desire 
to seek new work later which will 
not require such an expenditure of 
time. He plans to rest for a while, 
then go to Florida for several 
months, finally returning to Nar- 
berth. 

Throughout his business career in 
the borough, Mr. Howard has been 
at the forefront in civic matters. At 
the present time he is a member of 
the board of governors of the Nar- 
berth Tennis Association and a di- 
rector of the Narberth Building and 
Loan. 

In commenting on the sale, Mr. 
Howard desired to have it known 
he intends to maintain his residence 
in Narberth, and has expressed his 
appreciation to the town for their 
friendship in the conduct of his 
business. 

The new owner, Mr. Chris Koch, 
comes to his new store eminent- 
ly fitted to carry on the business. 
He has been a druggist for -ji 
years, and is a registered pharma- 
cist in the States of Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Colorado and Ne- 
braska. 

He has had three former drug 
stores. One in Logan, another at 
Sixth and Diamond streets, Phila- 
delphia, and a third at Camp Dix, 
N. J. He is a past president of the 
Philadelphia Association of Retail 
Druggists, and for 10 years was a 
member of the Pennsylvania Phar- 
maceutical Examining Board. 

While in that position he was one 
of the country's leading exponents 
of the drug and narcotic laws and 
was the father of the Pennsylvania 
narcotic law, having pushed 500 
prosecutions for the violation of that 
law. 

Mr. Koch has announced that no 
change would be made in the policy 
or standard of the business. It is 
his desire to join in civic matters 
and to have his store known as a 
community centre. He and Mr. 
Howard have been friends for the 
past 22 years. 

Mr. Weiss' reason for retiring 
from the garage business is illness, 
which has made the performance 
of his work difficult for some time. 
It is his intention to continue the 
auto agency and accessory store,

Supervised recreation, under the 
auspices of the Narberth schools, 
is now in full swing at the play- 
ground. Mr. Karl Oerlein, physical 
director of the schools, is in charge. 
At the meeting of the School Board 
Monday night Miss Frieda Evers 
was employed to assist him, and to 
take charge of the work with the 
girls. 

Miss Evers received her training 
at. the Berlin, Germany, normal 
school, and has had considerable 
training and experience in play- 
ground work. 

The plan is to afford instruction 
to three groups : youngest, interme- 
diate and advanced. The older 
group will be given work in base- 
ball and other sports. The hours 
of the playground are 9 to 12 A. 
M. and 1 to 4 P. M. The super- 
vision will continue until the end of 
August. 

The Board has ordered supplies 
and equipment of all kinds for the 
field, to supplement that which re- 
mained after last year. 

On Monday there were 60 chil- 
dren at the field and the number 
is steadily increasing. The work 
started June 22. 

At the June meeting the Board 
also employed a new teacher, Mr. 
Stanley Burnham, who will teach 
history and civics in the Junior High 
School. He is a. graduate of Har- 
vard and has had several years of 
teaching experience. Mr. Burnham 
is the second man teacher on the 
staff. 

To Lay Sidewalk. 

A big improvement to the vicinity 
of the schools will be made through 
decision of the Board to lay a curb 
and sidewalk the entire length of 
the property on both Sabine avenue 
and Montgomery Pike. On Sabine 
avenue, this will be necessary on ac- 
count of the street paving, which 
will shortly begin there. 

In order to have the work uni- 
form, and to improve the appear- 
ance of the corner, the Montgomery 
avenue side will also be curbed. 

The work on both streets will in- 
volve a considerable task, as the 
bank has to be cut back as much as 
12 feet in places. A committee of 
the Board is working with Borough 
Council to expedite the work. 

To Have Movies. ^ 

The old familiar textbook will be 
aided and abetted next year by the 
installation of a motion picture ma- 
chine. The board has authorized the 
principal and the chairman of the 
committee on instruction to pur- 
chase not only a motion picture out- 
fit, but also a new projection lan- 
tern. 

The movie films will be secured 
from the State museum and from 
the Commercial Museum of Phila- 
delphia, without cost. Various in- 
dustrial plants will also lend reels 
of an educational nature, which will 
enable the faculty to make constant 
use of this branch of instruction. 

Plans are well under way for the 
installation of courses in manual 
training and industrial education. It 
is hoped that provision for the shops 
can be made in time to have this 
important branch added with the 
fall term. 

The need for manual training in 
the schools has long been felt, and 
the lack of a course was one of the 
points used by the insurgent group 
which defeated the last school loan 
and compelled the abandonment of 
the Narberth Senior High School.

FOURTH OF JULY— 1925 
This, being the one hundred and 
forty-ninth anniversary of one 'of 
the greatest events in history, should 
be observed in the spirit of rever- 
ence for the sacrifice that our fore- 
fathers made in staking their all, 
not only material possessions, but 
the most precious of all, their lives 
and political liberty. 

The most fitting observance of 
this day should be that of com- 
munity celebration for the obvious 
reasons, that: First— the recogni- 
tion as a body of what the day rep- 
resents and, secondly — that by this 
means, the risiitg generation, the 
fathers and mothers of the citizens 
of our country in the years to come,

There is but one patriotic organi-

American Legion, and it is fitting 
that this organization should con 
duct this ^celebration, which duty 
will be fulfilled by them, for in the 
evening of July Fourth, at 7.15, on 
the Community Playground will be 
a band concert, presentation of the 
Legion Scholastic Medals, and by 
far what will appeal to "Young 
America," a very elaborate fire- 
works display for the community at 
large, or, in other words, for the 
big and little children of our bor- 
ough.

Reduction Will Benefit Long Riders. 
To Cut Five-Cent Fare. 

The Montgomery Bus _ Com- 
pany in an advertisement in this 
paper tells of the proposed change 
in fare, comemncing August 1 
next.

"Some persons I know, good gar- 
deners, too, do not care from whence 
their plants come, nor even to know 
their specific names, acting as if their 
cherished green things sprang direct 
from the pages of catalogs, quite in- 
nocent- of any other habitat. _ But these 
incurious ones miss something of the 
best that plants have to give us. To 
know their names, both proper and 
vernacular, is like knowing the names 
of our friends or household pets; to 
know from whence they came is to be 
able, at will, to spread a magic carpet 
for the mind and journey thither." — 
Louise Beebe Wilder. In Adventures in 
My Garden and Rock Garden. 

To know the native habitat of 
a plant is to know how to handle 
it in the garden, and to know the 
botanical name of a plant is to 
know the plant family or natural 
order and in knowing this we 
again learn more about the soil 
and situation required to grow the 
plant. Common names are to the 
advanced gardener a misleading 
nuisance, as they are not even des- 
criptive while the proper name 
gives us the plant family name, 
the species name or native habitat 
and in addition the varietal name 
which is, or should be, descriptive. 
So let us learn the proper names 
of our garden flowers. Do you 
know that the proper name of our 
garden peony is Peony Chinensis? 
If you do you Avill know at once 
that it is a native of Northern 
China and Siberia and is, at home, 
accustomed to severe winter con- 
ditions. You will know that 
peonies bloom better in Canada 
than they do in the Southern 
United States, because the longer 
and harder the winter the better 
is the peony's resting period and 
the better the bloom. A mild, 
warm winter disturbs its rest and 
it is not so healthy in the spring. 
So do not hill the soil up about 
the plant to protect the poor peony 
from the cold. It likes the cold, 
thrives on it, it is a native of 
Siberia. 

Like every herbaceous (herb 
like) or bulbous plant that loses 
its foliage in the winter, and has 
no woody stems, it is necessary 
that the foliage be allowed to fade 
slowly and naturally, because, in 
so doing, the plant is storing up 
substance in its roots for next 
year's growth. 

So do not cut the foliage entirely 
off when removing the flowers 
from any spring bulb, iris, gladi- 
olus op peony if you want it to 
ripen and do well the next season. 
Allow three leaves to each peony 
stem. The upper leaves should be 
cut off with the flower. The three 
leaves will ripen the plant and 
make eyes for next year, but after 
October their work is finished and 
the stems can be cut down and 
destroyed. 

Hardy phlox between peonies 
makes a fine combination and 
Sweet William planted on the 
sunny side of hardy phlox makes 
a fine shade for its surface roots 
and covers up the lower foliage, 
Darwin tulips can be planted in 
back of the Sweet William and 
chrysanthemums in front for a 
succession of bloom and a border 
that always looks right. 

Suppose wc planted two peonies, 
variety Walter Faxon, in the 
center and on either end we will 
place a good plant of phlox Eliza- 
beth Campbell. Directly in front of 
these five plants, on the south, we 
will plant a row of Darwin tulips, 
Clara Butt, in front of these a row 
of six plants of Dianthus Barbatus, 
Newport Pink and in the front of 
this a dozen plants of chrysan- 
themum, Mrs. William E. Buck- 
ingham. Phlox subulata, variety 
Vivid would be used for a border. 
Early May comes the bright 
pink dwarf phlox, next the tulips, 
salmon pink, then the salmon pink 
peonies and salmon pink dianthus 
followed later in the summer by 
salmon pink phlox and finished off 
in the fall by the single pink 
chrysanthemums. 

Early July. Getting ready to 
plant seeds of perennials.
